—Bernard Goldfine’s East Bos- 
ton Co. is in trouble with the 
Federal Government again. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission said yesterday it 
plans to take court action 
against the firm for failure to 
file its annual financial report 
by last Tuesday's deadline. 

East Boston, a holding con- 
cern for various Goldfine prop- 
erties, has had repeated trouble 
with the SEC for failing to sub- 
mit over an eight-year period 
the yearly financial statements 
required by law. 

During a House subcommit- 
tee’s recent investigation of 
Goldfine’s dealings, it was re- 
ported that the Boston million- 
aire’s old friend, Sherman 
Adams, had made inquiries to 
the SEC in 1956 about court 
action taken against East Bos- 
ton because of the late filings.

SEC officials denied that any 
pressure was brought. The 
SEC denied also that it made 
things easy for East Boston be- 
cause of the White House 
inquiry. 

Nevertheless, House investi- 
gators contended a federal 
judge’s $3000 fine levied 
against the firm was too 
lenient. The SEC contended it 
had nothing to do with the fine 
set by the court. 

East Boston did not get its 
report in on time last year 
It finally filed the 
statement when the SEC went

~—Senate investigators are ask- 
ing for a prompt study by the 
Department of Justice to de- 
termine whether a Detroit 
business man lied when he said 
he never threatened a woman 
competitor. 

Chairman John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, of the Sen- 
ate rackets investigating com- 
mittee called for the study yes- 
terday after accusing Joseph 


Lehr of perjury. 

Lehr, a partner in Detroit's 
Star Coverall Supply Co., 
denied under oath a statement 


by Mrs. Nancy Dawson that he 
had threatened her to her face 
during a restaurant meeting. 

Mrs. Dawson is president of 
the competing Industrial Laun- 
dry Co. 

The committee, looking into 
charges that racketeers have 
muscled into the laundry busi- 
ness in Detroit, contends Lehr’s 
firm is run by mobsters. 

Te Urge ‘All Diligence.’ 

In directing that a transcript 
of the conflicting testimony be 
sent to the Justice Department, 
McClellan said he would ask 
the agency to “pursue this with 
all diligence.” This could mean 
the matter also may be looked 
into by a special grand jury 
that has been in session here 
about a month. Without fan- 
fare, the jury has been investi- 
gating racketeering in the la- 
bor-management field. The 
jury was convened by the Jus- 
tice Department to study the 
rackets committee’s findings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP) 
—The United States recognized 
the new revolutionary govern- 
ment of Iraq today. The action 
came three weeks after the 
Iraqi government seized pow- 
er. The United States de- 
nounced it at the time as hav- 
ing gained control through 
brutality and murder. 

The State Department an- 
nounced the recognition was 
granted after assurances were 
received from the new regime 
through United Nations Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammars- 
kjold that Iraq is bound “by 
the United Nations charter 
and its other international ob- 
ligations.” 

Britain recognized the new 
government yesterday. Other 
allies of the United States had 
acted previously or were ex- 
pected to do so promptly. 

United States recognition 
was formally extended when 
Ambassador Waldemar J. Gall- 
man called at the Foreign Min- 
istry of the Iraq republic and 
delivered a note. It said the 
United States accepted Iraq’s 
assurance that it would live up 
to its international obligations.

U.S. MARINE GUARD 
WITHDRAWN FROM 
VILLAGE IN CUBA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP) 
— A detachment of United 
States Marines has been with- 
drawn from a Cuban village in 
the wake of protests from 
Cuban rebels. 

A short time before the with- 
drawn last night, the Moscow 
radio also seized on the Ma- 
rines’ presence In the village 
as a “blatant violation” of in- 
ternational law. 

The Marines, in groups of 
six. or eight, -had been going 
to the village of Yateras since

i The Cuban government au- 
thorized the Marines to enter 
the village after Cuban soldier 
guards were withdrawn for 
service elsewhere.

The Moscow broadcast 
blasted what it called the land- 
ing of United States infantry 
in Cuba and said the Marines 
“now are once again trampling 
over the soil of Cuba.”

The revolt set 
off the general Middle East 
crisis which caused President 
Eisenhower to dispatch troops 
to protect the pro-Western gov- 
ernment of Lebanon and the 
British to take similar action 
in Jordan. 

In his statement announcing 
that marines were going into 
Lebanon, Mr. Eisenhower de- 
nounced the revolutionaires in 
Irag as coming to power 
through murder and assassina- 
tion and said they had made 
martyrs out of the country’s 
true ruler. They killed King 
Faisal and his chief ee 
leaders. 

Hostile Line Dropped. | 

Mr. Eisenhower and Dulles 
quickly dropped this hostile 
line, however, when it appeared 
that the United States would 
have to live with the Baghdad 
regime whether it wanted to 
or not. The leaders of the re- 
gime also began talking in a 
friendly fashion.

—Dr, Milton S, Eisenhower, 
back after a 20-day tour of 
Central America, says the 
United States and Latin Amer- 
ica must move urgently to 
re-examine their policies to- 
ward each other. 

Returning last night from a 
fact-finding visit for his broth- 
er. the President, Dr. Eisen- 
hower said that everywhere he 
went he saw evidence of warm 
friendliness for the United 
States, 

But, he said the United 
States “must shore up its poli- 
cies and programs with respect 
to Latin America.” 

In a preliminary report made 
public by the White House a 
short time after his return, 
Dr. Eisenhower listed three 
major suggestions for United 
States policy he said he will 
expand more fully later. They 


e: 

“1. The imperative need for 
bankable loans—not grants—in 
every country visited. 

“2. The response which I 
believe the United States 
should make to the appeal of 
the Latin American nations for 
more stable relationships be- 
tween raw-commodity prices 
and the prices of manufactured 
products. 

“3. The urgent and imme- 
diate need to bring about 
throughout the hemisphere a 
clear, accurate understanding

RUSSIA ASSAILS 
ITALY FOR LETTING 
U.S. TROOPS PASS 


MOSCOW, Aug. 2 (AP)—The 
Séviet Government followed up 
a protest to Italy for letting 
United States troops pass 
through to Lebanon with a bit- 
ter denunciation of the Italian 
Government today. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia accused Rome of “aid- 
ing the forces of aggression.” 
The Kremlin contends that the 
United States and _ British 

troops in Lebanon and Jordan 
on .those nations’ invitations 
are aggressors. 

“The Italian Government not 
only approves aggression 
against the Middle East but 
actively assists it,” Izvestia 
said.

Seats are reapportioned 
every 10 years on the basis of 
population changes.

the District of Columbia, and 
over the figure required for 11 
congressional seats. 

Down and Up. 


Subsequent annual estimates 
showed a decline of Missouri 
population in terms of the na- 
tional total, and in 1955 the 
figure dropped dangerously 
close to a figure indicating the 
state would lose one of its con- 
gressional seats in 1960. Since 
then the trend has been up- 
ward. 

Census Bureau population 
estimates for July 1 of the 
years 1951 through 1957 for 
Missouri were as follows: 

1951 — 4,030,000; 1952 — 3.-

An Aggravated Mommy 
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The Missing Message 

There are many powerful lobbies in Wash- 
ington, but none, it would appear, mightier 
than that made up of the leading veterans 
organizations—the American Legion, the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, the AMVETS and their 
comrades in arms on Capitol Hill and at the 
breastworks before the White House. Con- 
sider the following sequence: 


I, 

Jan. 14, 1955—President Eisenhower issues 
Executive Order No. 10588, which establishes 
the President’s Commission on Veterans Pen- 
sions. The commission is directed to make a 
comprehensive appraisal of the laws provid- 
ing pension, compensation and related non- 
medical benefits to veterans and their de- 
pendents. It is also directed to make recom- 
mendations regarding policies which, in the 
commission's judgment, should guide the 
granting of such benefits in the future. 


II. 

March 5, 1955—President Eisenhower ap- 
points Gen. Omar N. Bradley chairman of the 
commission. The six members include Gen. 
William J. Donovan, World War II director 
of the Office of Strategic Services; Dr. Paul 
R. Hawley, director of the American College 
of Surgeons; and Theodore S. Peterson, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Co. of California. 


Il. 

April 23, 1956—The President’s Commis- 
sion makes its report which shows that “one- 
half of our whole population consists of vet- 
erans and servicemen and their families and 
federal veterans’ expenditures are $4,500,- 
000,000 annually.” The report calls attention 
to “important weaknesses and inequities that 
can and should be corrected.” It states that 
under some programs “benefits are not chan- 
neled sufficiently to those who sacrificed 
the most or whose needs are greatest.” Con- 
cerning medical and other payments for non- 
service connected disabilities, the report con- 
cludes that military service “should not in 
itself be the basis for special privilege or 
benefit.” It proposes that “veterans’ non- 
service-connected benefits should be mini- 
mized and gradually eliminated.” In all the 
commission makes 70 recommendations. 


lV. 

May 7, 1956—President Eisenhower re- 
ceives a request for his views on the Presi- 
dent’s Commission report from Representa- 
tive George S. Long of Louisiana, a member 
of the House Committee on Veterans Affairs. 
Shortly thereafter Representative Long is ad- 
vised that the President’s Commission report 
“has been put under a tight analysis” at the 
White House. 


V. 

Jan. 16, 1957—President Eisenhower in his 
1957 annual budget message to Congress 
says: “Executive review is being made of 
agency comments on the comprehensive re- 
port (of the President's Commission). A 
special message will be transmitted to the 
Congress outlining legislative proposals in 
this field.” 


VI. 
Aug. 27, 1957—President Eisenhower signs 
a bill increasing veterans’ pensions. He takes 
occasion to say he will send to Congress in 
1958 “comprehensive proposals for veterans 
legislation.” ' 


VII. 

Jan. 13, 1958—President Eisenhower in his 
1958 annual budget message to Congress calls 
attention to those veterans benefits that 
“meet needs not related to the veteran's 
period of service, but rather to the hazards 
to health and income that generally grow 
with increasing age.” Then he says: “As I 
indicated last summer a message on veterans’ 
affairs will be sent to the Congress at an 
early date.” 

VIII. 

Aug. 2, 1958—President Eisenhower has 
either forgotten about his repeatedly prom- 
ised special message to Congress or he has 
decided not to send one in an election year. 
Congress moves toward adjournment without 
hearing from the White House. 

Such arevtheshigh spots in the three-and-a- 
half year passage of time since President 
Eisenhower first issued the executive order 
that created his special Commission on Veter- 
ans Pensions. We hope the explanation for 
the delay is that Mr. Eisenhower felt it neces- 
sary to get the Defense Department reorgani- 
zation plan enacted before he became involved 
with the veterans’ organizations in a battle 
to eliminate non-service connected benefits. 

Hope springs eternal and so we look for- 
ward to next January and the first meeting 
of the Eighty-sixth Congress and the Presi- 
dent’s long-missing special message on the 
recommendations of his special Commission 
of Veterans Pensions. 


A Tank Would Be Still Safer 


Big automobiles still hold first place in the 
battle of the highways and they are cheaper, 
A. J. White, Director of Motor Vehicle Re- 
search of New Hampshire, told the state 
chapter of the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engineers in an address at the University 
of New Hampshire. The research authority 
said American cars cost 50 cents a pound 
whereas the small foreign car cost $1.15 per 
pound. And when a big car crowds him on 
the road he wants to be in a big car too. If 
there are many converts to this line of reason- 
ing the Army should be able to dispose of all 
its obsolete tanks in short order. 


De Gaulle’s Fifth Republic 


Premier De Gaulle has given France a pre- 
view of the constitution of the Fifth Republic 
of which he hopes to be the first president. 
While the draft has been turned over to a 
consultative committee, under the chairman- 
ship of former Premier Reynaud, the voters 
probably will adopt it as it now stands. 

Approval is expected not because of its 
merits, but rather because nobody wants to 
defend the old constitution, and because ap- 
proval will amount to a vote of confidence in 
De Gaulle. Many voters may not even read the 
78 articles. Some who already have done so 
are not very happy. Apart from the Com- 
munists, who are automatically against a De 
Gaulle constitution, good or bad, the document 
also is being criticized by such papers as 
Figaro and Le Monde. 

Objections stem largely from those two 
characteristics of all French constitutions: 
compromise and complexity. Fundamentally, 
the document would shift power in sweeping 
fashion from parliament to president. He 
could dismiss as well as appoint the premier 
and cabinet. He also could dismiss the par- 
liament. And he.could submit any issue to a 
popular referendum, over the objections of 
ministers and deputies. Legislation would be 
confined to a limited number of subjects, the 
government controlling all others. And in 
periods of emergency, the president could 
govern virtually by, personal decree. 

That the French executive has been far 
too weak is freely conceded, but the new con- 
stitution may place excessive power in a pres- 
ident, who, instead of being popularly elected, 
would be chosen by a complex electoral col- 
‘lege of 5000 members. 

The new constitution is sure to be unpopu- 
lar in overseas France. Despite all the talk 
about “integration,” about the best it offers 
the colonies is limited home rule and compro- 
mise representation in one branch of the 
upper chamber of the parliament, this to be 


Algerian rebels want no part 
litical leaders of French West Africa and 
French Equatorial Africa are demanding a 
referendum not on the constitution, but on 
independence. 

An extremely popular and outstandingly 
able president might create a stable govern- 
ment under any constitution. But given the 
Frenchman’s extreme yearning for independ- 
ence, the Fifth Republic in the long run could 
become a protracted clash between parliament 
and president just as the Fourth was a run- 
ning battle between parliament and premier. 
But because of the weaknesses of the latter, 
the new regime probably will be established 
by the vote of the people of France. 


Why Not Ask Them? 


In his latest letter to Premier Khrushchev, 
President Eisenhower delivers a Chesterfield- 
ian lesson in good manners and has some 
things to say about the rights of small nations, 
He is shocked by Khrushchev’s assumption 
that anything the five big powers agree on 
will be happily accepted by the smaller pow- 
ers. He finds this equivalent to disregarding 
the desires, the dignity and the security of 
smaller nations. He says it is reminiscent of 
the system of political domination imposed on 
eastern Europe by the Soviet Union. 

The tone of pious self-righteousness in this 
letter, which suggests that the principal aman- 
uensis must have been Mr. Dulles, makes it 
hard to take too seriously the fervent avowal 
of passion for the small nations. The pur- 
pose, plainly, is to justify Mr. Dulles’s deter- 
mination to avoid a five-power conference as 
favored by Khrushchev and Gen. de Gaulle. 


There is, of course, no truth to the Presi- 
dent’s assumption that a conference of big 
nations necessarily means that the interests 
of others are being sacrificed. 


As a matter of fact, it could be wagered 
with fair prospect of success that a poll of 
the small nations would show a distinct ma- 
jority in favor of the big nations getting to- 
gether in an effort to iron out the differences 
that keep the whole world on edge. 


Specifically, the small nations on the U.N. 
Security Council are Panama, Colombia, Swe- 
den, Iraq, Canada and Japan. Mr. Dulles 
says he would not dream of meeting without 
them, because to do so would be an intoler- 
able neglect of their interests. But we won- 
der how Panama, Colombia, Sweden, Iraq, 
Canada and Japan feel about it. Do they 
want the big five to meet, or not? It would 
be interesting to know.

Just Too Bad. 


George D. Aiken of Vermont is one of the 
top men on the Republican side of the Senate 
and we have often applauded things he has 
said and done. But we are a long way from 
agreement with his views on confirmation of 
Bernard L. Flanagan for the Civil Service

Mr. Flanagan was the member of the CSC 
who began serving last January under recess 
appointment by President Eisenhower. It 
developed that his application forms for gov- 
ernment employment contained numerous 
misstatements of fact. When it became ap- 
parent that the appointment was in serious 
trouble in the Senate, the President with- 
drew the nomination. 

Just before the withdrawal Senator Aiken 
urged the Senate to confirm the appointment 
at once. He explained that if the nomination 
were not confirmed, Mr. Flanagan would be 
forced to refund the salary he had received 
since January at the rate of $20,000 a year. 


Anyone who takes a recess appointment 
must know that he may. not be confirmed and 
that if he is not confirmed he will have to re- 
fund the salary. In any case the fact that a 
nominee has received a salary and perhaps 
has spent it could never be made a compul- 
sion for conforming a dubious appointee.

head in the downtown area need to be taken 
more seriously.

If these 65, all east of Twelfth boulevard, 
have done nothing, their responsibility will 
be heavy should stonework falling down 
from their buildings cause injury. 


Let’s Know What We Are Eating 


An organized effort is being made by the 
fresh fruit and vegetable industry to pass 
through Congress in the closing days of the 
session a bill which would strike down a long- 
standing protection of consumers. Fresh pro- 
duce must be labeled or placarded to show 
the use of fungicides after harvesting, under 
a rule of the Pure Food and Drug Administra- 
tion. This wise precaution would be elimi- 
nated by the measure which has been intro- 
duced by Representative James A. Haley of 
Florida, a state which produces quantities of 
fruits and produce. 


Stronger words could scarcely be used in 
condemnation of this proposal than those 
proposed by a leading organ of the grocery 
trade, Food Field Reporter. That publication 
says plainly that the Haley bill would “with- 
hold vital information from consumers” and 
crush “a vital right of the housewives and 
families of the nation,” the simple and fun- 
damental right “to know what one is buying 
to eat,” 


The industry itself is ill-advised to employ 
its growing political strength in this way, for 
it can only have the effect of sowing mistrust 
of its intentions among the consuming public. 
But however mistakenly the produce lobby 
chooses to move, we trust Congress will not 
allow itself to be stampeded into invalidating 
measures which have done so much in the 
protection of the public health.

Good or bad? Depends on how 
you look at such things—-both from 
the farmer’s viewpoint and your 
own, aS a consumer. For the farmer 
it constitutes a safe deal. He pro- 
duces under orders and specific in- 
structions. He ventures nothing, 
gets no return beyond a sort of 
salary arrangement, even though 
that salary is on a percentage basis. 
That means he has lost his independ- 
ence, his right to operate as an indi- 
vidual.

Is that good? Undoubtedly it 
isn't.

Take broilers 
as the oldest example: in 1948, Amer- 
ican farmers produced—in their own 
operation—371 million broilers and 
got an average price of 36 cents a 
pound. Last year, they produced 1.4 
billion broilers and averaged 19 
cents a pound—but owned only ap-

We doubt it, but here 
it is: take it and exist, leave it and 
starve. Nevertheless—is it really 
living?

Senator Case's broad meas- 
ure would require all members 
of Congress to disclose all 
their communications to execu- 
tive agencies on behalf of con- 
stituents. 

Expense Reports. 

It would require also all 
congressional committees. to 
file annual itemized reports in) 
the Congressional Record | 
showing precisely how much. 
expense money each member | 
spends on travel, subsistence | 
or accommodations. This is one 
of the most jealously guarded 
secrets on Capitol Hill. 

Only the judicial branch of 
the Federal Government is ex- 
empted from Cases’s bill. Case 
said: 


“I have concluded that... 
an overriding public interest | 
makes necessary the disclosure 
of information for which my | 
bill would provide. Action is | 
necessary and I am convinced | 
that it would be far more ef- | 
fective to turn the spotlight | 
of publicity on all gifts and | 
favors than to attempt to draw 
a line between those which 
are proper and improper.” 

‘Distorted Image.’ 

A “distorted public image” 
of federal officials would be 
correct if these standards were 
made law, Case said. , 

The most significant provi- 
sion in the bill would require: 

That all employes of the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branch- 
es of the Government earning 
in excess of $12,500 a year, and 
candidates for federal office, 
file an annual report of income, 
including reimbursement for 
any expenditure; gifts in ex- 
cess of $100 in amount of val- 
ue: fees or honorariums for 
speeches or articles; and the 
monetary value of subsistence, 
entertainment, travel and other 
facilities received by an indi- 
vidual in kind; all dealings in 
securities, commodities, or real | 
property during the year. 

These reports would be filed 
with the Comptroller General 
and would be open to the press 
and public.

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FRANCE SEEKING 
GAIN AS ALGERIA, 
TUNIS SQUABBLE

TUNIS, Aug. 2 — Louis Joxe,,| 


secretary general of the French 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
conferred with President Habir 
Bourguiba for an hour and a 
half yesterday. 

Joxe is ostensibly in Tunisia 
to explain France's policy to its 
Tunisian friends before the 
forthcoming summit conference 
and to ask for Tunisian advice 
on policy matters. Diplomats, 
politicians and the local press, 
however, seemed agreed that 
Joxe was here to do what he 
could to widen the growing 
split between Tunisia and the 
Algerian rebels. He is also 
here, according to these ob- 
servers, to give the impression, 
before the start of the summit 
talks, that France represents 
much of Moslem North Africa. 

There was no official com- 
munique concerning yester- 
day’s talks. Diplomatic sources 
reported that virtually the only 
subject covered was that of 
Algeria. 

Differences Growing. 

During recent weeks, and 
notably since the Middle East 
crisis, there have been increas- 
ing differences between Tuni- 
sia and the Algerian rebel 
Front of National Liberation. 
The Algerian rebel force is con- 
sidered a highly organized and 
effective military machine by 
most observers here and és- 
pecially by nervous Tunisians. 

The rebel politicians, how- 
ever, are generally viewed as 
naive. They howl bitterly 
whenever Tunis shows signs of 
making any sort of deal with 
France. The rebels feel that 
such affairs must await Alger- 
jan independence and be nego- | 
tiated for the benefit of all | 
free nations of the so-called 
Naghreb—Algeria, Tunisia and 
Morocco. 

Recently Tunisia signed an 
agreement under which the 
French may build a pipeline 
from their oil field at Edjele 
to the Tunisian port of El 
Khrida. The Algerian rebels 

called for a meeting with Tu- 
nisia and Morocco to discuss 
the matter. The Moroccans 
have agreed to attend but the 
Tunisians have not as yet. 

Tunis Not Backing Down. 

It appears that Bourguiba 
intends to go through with the 
deal. He has explained openly 
to the F.L.N. that it will take 
four years to build the pipe- 
line and by that time Algeria | 
will surely be free and profit | 
from it.
